The applicant (California West Communities) seeks approval of a General Plan Amendment, Zone Change, Tentative Subdivision Map, and Site Development Plan
for the development and construction of 46 detached single-family residences on a 9.3-acre site at 2123 N. Santa Fe Avenue (Assessor’s Parcel Number [APN]
